The crulser Devonshire, which ts one 
of the newest ships in the British 
navy, has a standard displacement of 
10,000 tons The Devonshire is the 
second of four ships of the 10925 
cruiser program and has been referred 
to as a “hush” ship, the greatest 
secrecy having been maintained by the 
admiralty as to certain of ber features | 
when she was launched in 1927 

The cruiser had been in an accident 
previously this year Her stern was 
caught by the wind and tide and she 
swung around, colliding with @ lighter 
as she was being moved out of one of 
the docks at Devonport
